encouraging. 
•Anderson said the plant “ will 
repre.sent a double im pact on our 
economy by virtue of both the pay ­ 
roll for production workers as well 
a.s the cash returns to farmers in 
the irrigated areas of central Ne- 
b;aska.” 
He added that if all goes well for 


the company ’s plans, it may be 
that, in addition to several thou­ 
sand acres of tom atoes, other veg e­ 
tables such as sweet corn, carrots, 
a.sparagus and potatoes ultimately 
will be grown under contract here.
